Slate Commerce Commission’s figures,

are the ones who are now asking the 
most pertinent questions.

more at stake than the owners, and

“One-quarter of them, or about 400,000 ; own interests, 
men, are out of employment and are

"Construction of new lines has al- 
tvost entirely ceased, and for every 
1.000 miles of new track that are not 
built 6,000 men lose permanent 
em­ 
ploym ent’and 24,000 people a good liv­ 
ing. 
The railroads are 
purchasing 
supplies at the rate of $500,000,000, in­ 
stead of $1,250,000,000 a year. 
“Mr. Yoakum has been speaking late­ 
ly i/ll Texas and St. Louis, and urged 
Haere that Hie most important element 
in the present industrial conditions 
was the enormous losses in wages and 
the stagnation caused by the stoppage 
of (he development of the country. 
He has considered this phase of the 
present crisis deeply.” 
A reporter of the New York Times 
sought IMH recently at his farm 
at 
Farmingdale, L. 
I., and asked him 
flow he believed the railroad men of 
the country would vote this year. Mr. 
Yoakum declined to answer directly, 
tout said he could at any rate say 
what is pressing itself day by day on 
(he minds of the railroad men. 
lie 
said: 
“Hard times are now costing rail­ 
road employes $25,000,000 a month 
■or $1,000,000 for each working day. 
T his decrease of the employes’ pay­ 
roll is approximately the same amount 
as 
the 
Government’s 
daily 
deficit 
at 
Washington. 
The 
Government’s 
deficit of $1,000,000 is shared by the 
entire population of 85,000,000 people 
while the other $1,000,000 daily loss is 
borne by the railroad employes. 
“This loss in wages indicates that 
the means of living for 400,000 rail­ 
road men has been cut off. and that 
Dot only themselves but the 1,500,000 
persons comprising their dependent 
fam ilies are living out of their sav­ 
ings of better days. 
“I have been asked how the rail­ 
road men will vote 
in 
November. 
Frankly I do not know, but I believe 
i know of what they 
are 
thinking. 
They are thinking of next Winter’s 
fuel, clothing bills, and keeping their 
children in school. 
They are wonder­ 
ing what wilt bo done to remedy the 
present industrial conditions and stop 
the appalling loss from enforced idle­ 
ness. 
“Railroad workers are thrifty and 
they help one another. 
Their savings 
and mutual hearing of the burdens of 
adversity have prevented much suf- 
ICling up to this time, but they have 
greatly reduced their surplus bank ac­ 
counts, and when winter comes the 
story will be different unless business 
conditions materially improve. 
“The more than a 
million 
and a 
ftsdf of former railroad workers have 
in mind that one-fourth of their num­ 
ber are out of jobs or on short pay. 
T hey are thinking of their lost jobs, 
not worrying over foreign policies or 
tariffs on imports, or how' this Gov­ 
ernment shall deal with the Philip­ 
pines, and such questions, which the 
Government authorities and Congress 
must deal with. 
‘ The 
railroad 
employes are more 
Interested in what is going to be done 
to start up the w'ork which will bring 
back to them regular and permanent 
employment. They are tired of seeing 
dead engines, 
idle 
cars, 
neglected 
tracks and rusty signs of disuse.

Be Appreciated by the Practical 
Housekeeper — Awnings 


for the Piazza. 


After Years Spent in Vain Effort. 


“The 42 cents for the emplove and 
the 21 cents for the bond and stock­ 
holder only account for 63 cents of 
each dollar earned by the railroads, 
but it show's the combined interests 
of 2,675,000 employes, bond and stock­ 
holders in the railroads of the Na­ 
tion. 
Of the remaining 37 cents of 
the dollar, 7 cents go for taxes and in­ 
surance, and the balance of 30 cents 
largely for material and supplies, in 
the manufacture of which labor is 
the largest item. 
“The loss to the entire country on 
account of inability of 
railroads 
to 
purchase supplies is as serious to the 
public as the forced reduction in the 
payrolls. 
Last year the total amount 
of the railroad purchases was one and 
a quarter billion dollars. 
At the pres­ 
ent time they are only buying at the 
rate of one-half billion dollars per an­ 
num, which at this rate means a toss 
to the manufacturers aid the general 
trade of the country of 
more 
than i 
$750,000,000 a year, or 
two 
million 1 
dollars a day. 
If to this is added the 
approximate 
one 
million 
dollars 
a 
working day which the railroad em- ; 
ploye is suffering of this heavy loss, j 
it is apparent that the business of the 
country is losing at this rate approx­ 
imately three million dollars a day on j 
account, of shrinkage directly connect­ 
ed with railroad operation. 
“Do you wonder why 
the 
Labor 1 
Commissionerof the State of New York 
is reporting that one-third 
of 
the 
union men are idle because there is no 
work, or that Jacob Schiff is appeal­ 
ing to tile city officials of New York 
to open up municipal work for their 
relief? 
“There is another phase of railroad 
activity not included in the foregoing,” 
Mr. Yoakum added. 
“It is one which 
is seldom 
mentioned in connection 
with figures dealing with 
employes, 
wages and material. 
I refer to con­ 
struction of new railroads and more 
extensive 
improvement 
of 
existing 
vones to meet the growth of the Na­ 
tion’s traffic. 
I refer to the army of 
men usually employed in this work 
and the large amounts expended for 
supplies, tools, fuel and other mate­ 
rial, the greater part of which hag 
been cut off. 
“The railroad employes are well-in­ 
formed and capable citizens. 
They 
give due credit for the good which 
has been accomplished through healthy 
reforms within the last few 
years. 
They are not unmindful that proper 
regulations 
to 
prevent abuses and 
to give fair treatment to the public 
are necessary. 
“There should be no difficulty 
in 
surmising the thoughts of the railroad 
man. 
He knows that one out of every 
four of his fellow-workmen is idle or 
working short hours. 
Ile fully 
real­ 
izes thai something is wropg. 
He un­ 
derstands that the 
man 
who 
con­ 
structs 1,000 miles of railroad gives 
actual and permanent employment to 
6,000 railroad men, and thereby fur­ 
nishes the m eans of living for 24,000 
souls constituting their families. 
“H e is thinking and hoping for bet­ 
ter times.

The canvas home has become so 
popular during the summer months 
that a decided advance has been made 
in materials and outfits for camp life. 
Many of these devices are w'orthy o( 
attention, and recommend themselves 
not alone to the lover of outdoor life, 
but to the practical housekeeper as 
well. 
The collapsible meat safe is 
made of English bobbinet, washable 
and extra strong. 
Circular bands ol 
wire form a sort, of cage, over which 
the bobbinet is stretched. 
Suspended 
from tree or beam this safe protects 
all meats from insects, while every­ 
thing is left open to the air. The new 
folding camp stoves range from three 
to five dollars. 
There are no lids to 
this stove and the fire is fed from a 
door at the end. 
The stove is made 
of sheet steel, all edges wired and 
top-braced. 
It sits flat on the ground, 
and its weight is from 12V£ to 19(£ 
pounds. 
Ovens and aluminum bakers, 
which bake and roast when placed 
against the side of the stove, are said 
to 
be 
satisfactory, 
An 
excellent 
grate for cooking over coals can be 
bought for 75 cents. 
Made of heavy 
wire rods it stands about one foot 
high, and when not in use the legs fold 
flat and can be easily 
carried 
or 
packed. 
Pocket filters are useful, and 
their price is about one dollar. 
When choosing awnings for the sum­ 
mer piazza select the shades that fade 
least and then take precaution to pre­ 
serve them. 
Whether it is best to roll 
up an awning or leave it down during 
a rainstorm is an open question. Many 
declare that if left down they become 
thoroughly washed, and the rain runs 
off. takiag dust and dirt with it, while 
if left up the wrater settles in the 
cloth in little pools and afterward 
stains are apt to appear. 
Of course, 
during a windstorm all awnings should 
be raised. 
Light straw' awnings are 
very satisfactory used for a screen, 
but they seldom last more than one 
season. 
After they are no longer use­ 
ful for the piazza they can be used to 
cover the glass on the hotbeds to pro­ 
tect young plants from too much sun. 
A house or apartment can have a 
cool appearance if everything is re­ 
moved that is suggestive of w’armth. 
Instead 
of 
carpets and heavy 
rugs, 
cover your floors with either matting 
or rag rugs. 
Mattings can he easily 
kept free from dust by occasionally 
wiping it off with a damp cloth. 
At 
the windows have dotted Swiss cur­ 
tains, and heavy hangings may be re­ 
placed with 
pretty 
cretonnes. 
All 
heavy furniture should be 
covered. 
Have plenty of flowers or pots of ferns 
about your rooms. 
The meals can he 
served with no table covering except 
doilies. In the early morning have the 
windows opened for an hour or two, 
and then all closed, and the rooms kept 
dark until late in the afternoon. This 
will keep out the heat as well as dust.

I hey have not yet discovered how lo 
circum vent the moving sand 
dunes 
that have covered the track many feet 
deep only about 15 miles from the 
coast. 


Moving dunes are a common desert 
phenomenon. 
They are found in the 
Colorado desert, in the Sahara and in 
he Gobi wastes of Asia. Their action 
s like the waves of the sea. The sand 
piles up into long high ridges, grad­ 
ually topples over on the leeward side 
and thus the whole sand wave slowly 
I 
moves along and is soon replaced by I 
those that are following behind it 
The moving sand hills near Luderitz 1 
bay extend over an area only about 1 
five miles wide, 
the Germ ans is 
track across this narrow belt and keep 
it in working order. These long ridge* 
of sand are formed and moved bv p e r ­ 
sistent southwest winds during half 
the year, and the railroad business 
will be paralyzed unless some means 
is found of overcoming them. 
Several ways have been suggested 
for m eeting the difficulty. Months were 
spent in building high walls of sand­ 
bags and stone so as to break the line 
of advance of these sand hills in the 
i 
hope that a way might be kept clear I 
for the roadbed. The hope was in vain. I 
The advancing hills, 30 to 50 feet in I 
height, are not retarded for a m om ent 1 
by such puny 
obstructions. 
They I 
simply move up to the opposing wall, 
^ shower sand upon it from their tops, I 
bury it out of sight and move over the 
other side to pursue their way. 
It has been proposed to excavate I 
the sand that has filled one of the 
nairow valleys extending across the 
belt, build an unbreakable roof over 
this depression and thus maintain a 
perm anent roadway. Objections have 
been raised to this plan and it has 
not yet been tested. 
A nother scheme is to use the 
slx 
m onths when there is little or no wind 
to fertilize the land crossed by the 
dunes with m anure from the native 
cattle kraals and plant all sorts 
of 
desert shrubs and sow the seeds of 
desert glasses in th° hope to fix the 
sandy surface 
so 
completely 
that 
dunes cannot form on it. The success 
of this plan is regarded as highly prob­ 
lematical and it will probably be left as 
a last resort it all other m easures fail. 
Another plan which is m eeting with 
m uch favor among engineers is to 
construct across th ' belt a large steel 
tunnel. 
I rains w-ould enter the tun­ 
nel just before they reach the dune 
region and emerge from it after pass­ 
ing all the obstructions. 
The sand 
m ght pile up above the tunnel as it 
pleases, but the running of 
trains j 
would not be affected.
